Flour Subsidy 
Cuts Wheat Price 
By $1.03; Not 30c 


Issue is taken witiy the Dominion 
Minister of Agriculture concerning 
the domestic wheat subsidy in a tele- 
gram forwarded to Prime Minister 
W, L. McKanzie King by the North 
[Wegt Line Elevators Association, 
The Line Elevators urge that the 
burden of this subsidy should be 
removed from the backs of the we-t- 
ers; farmers immediately rather than 
at the earlie:t possible future datc 
as proposed, The line elevators poin 
out the subsidy is costing the west- 
ern fu.mer $1.08 on each bushel o. 
wheat milled in Canada for domesti¢ 
cousumption rather than the 30 cent: 
indicated by Hon, J, C, Gardiner, The 
wire is as follows: 

The Dominion Minister of Agri- 
cvlture is reported ig, the press as 
having stated that the government 
has decided ta remove, at the earliest 
possible date, the thirty cent sub- 
sidy being charged to wheat farmers 
on wheat milled in Canada for domes- 
tic use. Removal of this subsidy 
from the shoulders of the farmers is 
in accordance with representations 
made by the Line Elevators to yeur 
government. 

We desire to point out that the sub 
sidy charged to the farmer on all 
wheat consumed in Canada is not 
limited to 30 cents per bushel, It is 
is now $1.03 per bushel. The Canadian 
wheat board is to day selling wheat 
at $2.28 per bushel to all countries 
other than the United Kingdom which 
country is getting fts wheat under 
the British-Canadian wheat agreement 
at the redwed price of $1.55 per bush- 
el, The Canadian wheat board now 
names $2.28 as the true current value 
of wheat.

Among the many new machines de- 

signed for the farmer in Britain and

wheat at a net price of 77 and &- 
cents per bushel. The farmer now 
sredited wit'i $1.25 per bushel on wheat 
supplied by, the Canadian wheat board 
to mills. By increasing this amount 
.o merely $1.55 the governmest would 
still not be paying the farmer the true 
current value for his wheat. The 
wheat board should secure $2.28 per 
oushel for the farmer on current sales 
co Canadian mills, 

If tie governnient of Canada fels 
shat the Canadian consumer of flour 
should be subzidized then the cost of 
that subsidy should be borne by all 
citizens of Canada throvgh the do- 
mission treasury, We feel that it is 
unreasonable to expect the wheat 
grower to continue subsidizing Can- 
adian bread cnosumers to the extent 
of $1.03 on each bushel of wheat con- 
sumed in Canada.

British Physicians Transfer Glands 
And Beats Addison’s Disease 
LONDON.—A delicate gland-graft- 

ing operation apparently has cured a 

33-year-old woman of dread Addi- 

son’s disease and simultaneously 


brought health to another woman | 
from whom the grafted gland was{ 


taken, the authoritative British Medi- 
cal Journal reported. 

The first patient suffered from in- 
adequate supply of secretion from 
the suprarenal gland and had been 
kept alive by large salt dosages. 
Physicians found another woman, 21, 
suffering from an over-active su- 
prarenal gland, The over-active gland 
in less than an hour was grafted 
successfully to the blood vessels of 
the other’s abdominal wall. 

Three weeks later the victim of 
Addison’s disease left the hospital 
and had only one brief bit of trouble 
during the early period of convales- 
cence, Now, 1% years later, she is 
apparently cured. The patient from 
which the gland was removed also 
made a “good recovery.” 

Addison’s disease is a chronic ail- 
ment, usually fatal, caused by insuf- 
ficient secretion of adrenalin from 
the suprarenal gland. Its symptons 
include anemia.

SALT FOR HOGS 


Experimental Evidence Shows That 
It Is Valuable Item 

There is an old wives’ tale that 
salt is poisonous to hogs. All late ex- 
perimental evidence shows that, pro- 
|perly included in the ration, it is a 
very valuable item. A note from the 
Drovers’ Daily Journal is interesting 
in this connection. 

“Last year at Swine Day, held an- 
nually at Purdue University, C. M. 
| Vestal, in charge of hog feeding 
\tests, reported that a penny’s worth 
|of salt saved 287 pounds of feed val- 
ued at $6.37, Hogs without salt gain- 
}ed only half as fast as those receiv- 
ing it free-choice with their grain 
;and supplement ration. During the 
85-day test 81 pounds of extra gain 
; was produced for each pound of salt 
\consumed, $13 worth, based on the 
jlocal price of hogs. The test was 
| made with 90 lb. hogs. 

“At this year’s Swine Day Mr. 
Vestal reported on another test. He 
,|found that pigs receiving salt free- 
choice with their corn and supple- 
ment ration gained 75 per cent. fast- 
ler than those without salt. The salt- 
fed pigs had an avreage gain of 84 
pounds, while the others gained only 
48 pounds a head. For each pound 
| of salt consumed there were 29 extra 
‘pounds of gain. This alone gave the 
salt a high value in the ration. Be- 
sides the extra gain there was a sav- 
ing of $7.12 in the feed cost of 100 
pounds of gain when salt was fed, as 
compared with no salt in the ration. 
This saving amounted to $4.75 for 
each pound of salt fed.”
